It has always been believed that there 
could be no dust in the air of midooeaa, 
or upon mountain peaks thousands of 
feet above the sea level where the 
snows are eternal. But soienoe has re­ 
cently demonstrated that such is not the 
cue. It has even gone farther than 
finding dust in these places. It has 
counted, with the utmost accuracy, the 
number of particles in a cubic centi* 
meter. 
Dust measurements were made from 
air over the open ocean and in moun­ 
tain regions at altitudes from 6,000 feet 
to more than 18,000 feet. On the Bleo- 
horn, in Switzerland, which forms part 
of the Alpine chain, containing the 
Bothharn and Weisshorn, rising about 
9,000 feet above the Zermatt valley on 
the east, and some 8,000 feet from that 
of Ziani on the west, the observations 
showed that at an elevation of 6,700 
feet there were 950 dust particles in a 
cubic centimeter, which* measures a lit­ 
tle over one-third of an inch. At 8,400 
feet elevation only 518 dust particles 
were found, and at 18,600 feet above 
the sea the number diminished to 157 
per cubic centimeter. 
Over the Indian ocean the average 
number of dust particles in a cubic cen­ 
timeter was less than 600 for seven out 
of nine d^a, and on five days was less 
than 400. During a thick fog in the At­ 
lantic the air was found to contain 8,120 
dust particles per cubic centimeter, 
while in the clear region Just beyond 
the fog there were only 280 dust parti­ 
cles in the same space. 
Probably even few men of science 
would be able to tell how these parti­ 
cles could be counted, but a wonderful 
little instrument has been devised whieh 
makes the task an easy one. 
The dust 
counter which Mr. Fridlander employs 
contains a chamber into which air cab 
be introduced saturated w*th water va 
por. Then it is slightly and quickly cool­ 
ed. Owing to the fall of temperature, 
condensation of vapor takes place on th* 
dust nuclei, which then fall on to a mi­ 
crometer plate at the bottom of the 
chamber, where they are rendered easi­ 
ly visible for counting by the water lay 
cr which coats them.—New York Jour­ 
nal.

To Reoover for Lost Mail Packages- 
A great many persons in sending 
small valuable packages to persons in 
other towns like to use the mail and to 
register the letter or package, knowing 
that before the person to whom it is 
addressed must sign a receipt before 
they can receive it. The one draw back 
to sending packages this way is the fact 
that the government has never made 
itself .responsible for the delivery of 
such packages farther than to receipt 
for it. 
There is going to ba a change 
in this respect very soon and the pa­ 
trons of the registry department of the 
postoffice will soon have cause to con­ 
gratulate themselves on the fact that 
they can send any package worth not 
more that $10 through the mail with a 
guarantee that it will be safely deliver­ 
ed or they will receive its value.

A Scientist Has Hnmbered Uke Dost f l a 
t id e s In U is V ery P u rest A ir. 
It has always been believed that there 
coaid be no dust in the air of midooeaa, 
or upon mountain peaks thousands of 
feet above the sea level where the 
snows are eternal But science has re­ 
cently demonstrated that such is not the 
case. It has even gone farther than 
finding dost in these places. It has 
counted, with the utmost accuracy, the 
number of particles in a cubic centi* 
meter. 
Dust measurements were made from 
air over the open ocean and in moun­ 
tain regions at altitudes from 6,000 feel 
to more than 18,000 feet. On the Blea- 
horn, in Switzerland, which forms part 
of the Alpine chain, containing the 
Rothhorn and Weisshorn, rising about 
9,000 feet above the Zermatt valley on 
the east, and some 8,000 feet from that 
of Zlani on the west, the observation* 
showed that at an elevation of 6,700 
feet there were 950 dust particles in a 
cubic centimeter, which'measures a lit­ 
tle over one-third of an inch. At 8,400 
feet elevation only 618 dust particles 
were found, and at 18,600 feet above 
the sea the number diminished to 167 
per cubic centimeter. 
Over the Indian ooean the average 
nam ber of dust particles in a cubic cen­ 
timeter was less than 600 feu* seven out 
of nine day a, aud on five days was less 
than 400. During a thick fog in the At­ 
lantic the air was found to contain 8,120 
dust particles per cubic centimeter, 
while in the clear region just beyond 
the fog there were only 280 dust parti­ 
cles in tbe same space. 
Probably even few men of scienos 
would be able to tell how these parti­ 
cles could be counted, but a wonderful 
little instrument has been devised whioh 
makes the task an easy one. 
The dual 
counter which Mr. Fridlander employ* 
contains a chamber into which air can 
be introduced saturated wHh water va 
par. Then it is slightly and quickly cool­ 
ed. Owing to the fall of temperature 
condensation of vapor takes place on th* 
dust nuclei, which then fall on to a mi­ 
crometer plate at the bottom of th* 
chamber, where they are rendered easi­ 
ly visible for counting by the water lay 
er which coats them.—New York Jour­ 
nal. 


The Saw. 
Pliny says that the saw was first in­ 
vented by Deed a lua, but, according to 
Apollodorus, it was the invention of 
Talus, who used the jawbone of a croco­ 
dile to cut through a piece of wood and 
then made an iron instrument in imita­ 
tion of it The saw is represented cai 
the monuments of Egypt from 2600 to 
8000 B. C. As early as A. D. 1822 
sawmills driven by water power were in 
opeiation ut Augsburg, and, it is be­ 
lieved, before this they were in opera­ 
tion in Pari*, driven by the current of 
the Seine. The first sawmill erected in 
the Norway pineries was in 1580. Saw­ 
mills were numerous in Italy in the six­ 
teenth century. They were not intro­ 
duced into England until 1668, when a 
native of Holland built one, but wa* 
compelled to abandon it by the opposi­ 
tion of the populace, ea^euters and 
other artisans, who saw no good in such 
a new tangled contrivance.
